No. G2-Pres./GS,— The President is pleased to approve the 
award of the JEEVAN RAKSHA PADAK. Class I, to the 
undermentioned persons for conspicuous courage under cir- 
cumstances of very great danger to the life of the rescuer:— 

1. Shrl VADATHODI KRISHNAN, of Tlicnkara Amsom, 

Mannarghat, I’alghat District, Kerala. 

(Posthumous) 

(Eff relive dute of award-, 2‘1 th November, 1957) 

On 24 th November, 1957 at about 7.30 p.m,, a fire broke out 
in a house in Tlicnkara Amsom, District Palaghat, Kerala, 
when all the adult occupants were absent. Flames quickly 
enveloped the house. A crowd gathered around the scene and 
some one cried out that a diild wa? inside the house. Shri 
Vadathodl Krishnan immediately rushed into the house and 
saved the child, Hamza, aged about 5. On hearing ttiat there 
was another child inside the house, Shri Krislinan again 
TUshed in, in utter disregard of the risk to his life. The 
second effort proved futile as there was no other child in the 
house. But, in the performance of this humanitarian act, 
Shri Krishnan sustained extensive burns and though removed 
to a nearby hospital at Mannarghat died on 26th November, 
1957. 

Shri Krishnan displayed conspicuous courage in rescuing the 
child from a burning house at the cost of his own life. 

2. Shri TEJA SINGH, EMP 2, O. No. 06565, I.N.S. 

“KONKAN", of Village It P.O. Maslt Palkot, Dasuya 

Tchsil, Hoshiarpur District, Punjab. 

(Posthumous) 

(Effective date of award— 13th July, 1960) 

On 13th July, 1960, Shri Teja Singh who was on leave in 
his village in Hoshiarpur District went to a large pond near 
the village to bathe. While bathing, two young men Rawel 
Singh and Bakshish Singh went into the deep portion of the 
pond and were in danger of being drowned. When Shri Teja 
Singh saw them in difficulties, he swam to their rescue. lie 
rescued and brought Rawel Singh to the bank, and undaunted 
swam back to rescue Bakshish Singh, When he reached him, 
Bakshish Singh clung desperately to him and prevented him 
from swimming so that both were drowned. 

In performing this act. which cost him his life Shri Teja 
Singh showed conspicuous courage and set an example worthy 
of the highest tradition, of the Service to which he belonged. 

3. Shri IBRAHIM, Rigger, Grade T, Mechanical Division, 

No. 1, Nagarjunasagar Dam, Vijayapurf North, 
Nalgonila District, Andhra Pradesh. 

(Effective date of award— SOth May, 1961) 

At about 1.00 a.m. on the 30th May, 1961, the level of the 
Krishna river at the Nagarjunasagar Dam suddenly tosc by 
eight feet and surrounded Block No. 48 of the Dam. A 
masonry curing labourer was sleeping on tin's Block, prior 
to the commencement of hi® shift at 2.00 a.m, and he remain- 
ed unnoticed when ihc others left, When the rising water 
reached him, he woke and climbed up a construction sluice 
pier in Block No. 47. This pier also was surrounded by the 
flood. 

In order to reach the marooned labourer, it was necessary 
to cross one span of fifteen feet, another of forty-eight feet, 
three further spans of fifteen feet each and the last span again 
of forty-eight feet. A temporary wooden bridge over the first 
span of fifteen feet and a A" diameLer G.I. pipe over the 
second span of 48 feet were laid. Shri Ibrahim crossed the 
span over the G.I. pipe and then negotiated the next three 
spans of fifteen feet each bv putting wooden bailies across the 
piers. Finally he stretched a rope across the last span of 
forty-eight feet, crossed it with vety great danger to his life 
and rescued the marooned labourer. In doing this, 
Shri Ibraflim displayed considerable courage and utter dis- 
regard for his personal safety. 

4. KUMARI INDIRA PANIGRAHI, Student, Barendra 
Krishna Bidyapitha, Banki, District Cuttack, Orissa, 

(Effective date of award— \Ath April, 1962) 

On the I4th April, 1962, a girl named Manju, aged 10, 
while bathing in the Mahanadi river aL Batiki, had ventured 
out of her depth and was being gradually swept away towards 
the deep water. Shrimati Nirupama Devi, one of the women 
bathing nearby, who tried to rescue her, was also on the point 


of drowning when a third woman, Sushiila Bhatta, made an 
attempt to save them. But she loo got into difficulties and 
began struggling in the deep water. At this critical moment 
Kumarl Indira, who was some distance away, plunged into 
the river and swam a good distance to reach the three persons 
who were being swept away. She displayed extraordinary 
skill in rescuing them one after the other. In doing so, 
Kumari Indira displayed conspicuous courage at very great 
risk to her own life. 

5. Shri SIJBHASH CIIANDER, Student, Commercial 
Higher Secondary School, S/o Shri B. Ralla Ram 
Khurana, 3517, Chhotani Manzil, Nicholson Risk!, 
Delhi. 

(Posthumous) 

(Effective date of award— Blh November, 1962) 

On the afternoon of the 8th November, 1962, Shri Subhash 
Chandcr was walking with three friends near the Qudsia Ghat 
of the Jamuna. They heard cries from the Ghat and discovered 
that some women, who were bathing, had ventured into deep 
water and were drowning. All three boys ran u> the Ghat. 
Subhash, Sixteen years of age, threw off his shoes and jumped 
into Llie Jamuna fully clothed as there was no time to be 
lost. He saved all three women from drowning but himself 
could not get out of the water and was drowned. 

Shri Subhash Chancier exhibited unusual fearlessness and 
courage in the face of grave danger to bis life which he lost 
in saving three lives. 

No. 63-Pres,/68 .— The President is pleased to approve the 
award of the JEEVAN RAKSHA PADAK, CLASS II, to the 
undermentioned persons for courage and promptitude tinder 
circumstances of great danger to the life of the rescuer :— 

I. Shri M. YUSAF KASSIM, Seaman I, S. S, Wellington I, 
Bombay. 

(Effective date of award— Ifth April, 19G0) 

On April 17. 1960, the S. S. Wellington I was being towed 
by the S. S. Mahasena in the Bay of Bengal. When the two 
vessels were dose to a dangerous reef, the towing hawser 
fouled the Mahasena's propeller, leaving the vessels adrift and 
in danger of foundering. Shri Kassim at considerable risk to 
his fife and without any diving equipment dived into the sea 
and commenced to clear the hawser from the propeller of 
S. S. Mahasena. Due to his efforts, tills difficult and hazardous 
task was accomplished in about two hours, 

The courage and promptitude shown by Shri Yusaf Kassim 
at great personal risk averted a large scale disaster to S. S. 
Wellington 1 and S. S. Mahasena. 

2. Shri TARA CHAND MEHROTRA, Prem Club. 

Kanpur, Uttar Pradesh. 

3. Shri RAMF.SHWAR AVASTHI, Prem Club, Kanpur, 

Uttar Pradesh. 

(Effective date of award— I2lh October, 1960) 

During the unprecedented floods of October, I960, the river 
Gcunti rose In Lucknow to the highest ever recorded level 
causing enormous havoc and suffering. On the morning of 
10th October, 1960, the flood waters caused a breach in the 
protective bund. The water rushed into the densely populated 
areas of Lucknow, submerging the Daliganj and Butler Road 
areas under water 10 to 15 feet deep. About 200 persons 
from these areas, while crossing the Iron Bridge, were com- 
pletely stranded on the bridge, the approaches to which were 
blocked by swirling waters. The fast current and submerged 
impediments made it hazardous for any boat to reach the 
bridge. 

At this critical juncture, Shri Tara Cliand Mehrotra and 
Sliii Raincshwar Avasthi offered their services. With the 
help of a rope and a small fishing boat, whicii they rowed in 
the swift cut-rent with great difficulty attended by grave risk 
to their lives, they managed to reach the spot. They worked 
inccssanliy during the whole night and rescued all the 200 
persons. Their efforts proved timely as the Iron Bridge gave 
way the same night and was wasiied away by the river. 

4. Shri HABIB KHAN, Aide Seaman O, No. 65134, I.N.S. 

"HAMLA", Marve, Bombay, Maharashtra. 

(Effective date of award— 26th May, 1961) 

On 26tb May, 1961, at about 6.15 p.m.. Able Seaman Habib 
Khan returned from short leave. When he got off the bus at 
Marve near the main gate of I.N.S, "HAMLA”, he saw a crowd 
of picnickers standing around the beach. Suddenly shouts of 
‘‘Baehao-Bachao" arose from amongst them. 
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On looking towards the sea, Shri Habib Khan saw three 
men struggling in the water and calling frantically for help. 
Shri Habib Khan jumped into the waLcr and swam towards 
them without even pausing to take off his cloths or shoes, it 
was high tide and the uerrent was very strong in the middle 
of the channel. By the time lie reached the men, one had 
gone under, the second was unconscious, and die third was on 
the verge of collapse. lie caughL the struggling man and 
despite the latter's desperate attempts to clutch at his rescuer, 
brought him safely to shore. 

By now a number ol the local hshermen had reached the 
scene and swam out to help. Shri Habib Khan jumped into 
the strong current a second time to assist in the rescue of the 
unconscious man. The third man’s body was subsequently 
washed ashore two days later. 

Able Seaman Habib Khan showed initiative, courage and a 
spirit of self-sacrifice in going to the rescue of the drowning 
persons at great risk to his own life. 

5. Shri K. C. MOHAMMED, Rigger, Grade I, Mechanical 

Division No. 1, Nagarjunasagar Dam, Vijayapuri North, 

Nalgonda District, Andhra Pradcsli. 

(, Effective date of award— 30i/i May, 19(H) 

At aboUL 1.00 a.m. on the 30lh May, 1961, the level of the 
Krishna river at die Nagarjunasagar Dam suddenly rose by 
eight feet and surrounded Block No. 48 ol the Dam. A masonry 
curing labourer was sleeping on diis Block, prior to the 
commencement of his shiit at 2.00 a,m. and lie remained 
unnoticed when the others left. When the rising water readied 
him he woke and climbed up a construction sluice pier in 
Block No. 47. This pier also was surrounded by the Hood. 

In order to reach the stranded labourer, the six intervening 
spans totalling a dislanc of 140 feet over the water were 
bridged by improvised means such as wooden planks, G.l. 
piping, bailie s and linally ropes. Shri Mohammed closely 
lohowcd anothei Kiggcr, bnri ilivaliim, who was Uic lust person 
Lo reach the labourer and displayed courage of a high order 
in ably assisting the laLLcr to safety. 

6. Sin i VEERArPA HANUMANT11APPA MADGUNAK1, 

Home Guard, llubli, Mysore. 

(Effective dale of award— Ci/i July 1961) 

On 6th July, 1961 one Shrimati Sunandabai, while drawing 
water from tne well in the cuiupound of Shri V. M, Mad- 
gunaki, slipped and accidently felt into the well. On hearing 
the shouts of the oLhcr women who were nearby, Shri Mau- 
guuaki rushed to the spot and at great risk to his own life 
jumped into the well and rescued the woman, The well had 30 
teet of water and the woman who had become unconscious 
would certainly have drowned hut tor Shri Madgunakis 
piompt action, He himself sustained several injuries in the 
performance of this brave act. 

7. Shri RAMBILAS PAHAEWAN, Hotel Keeper, Sani- 

cliara, Ward No, 11, Hosliangabad, Madhya Pradesh, 

(Effective date of award— 9(/i September, 1961) 

On the 9th and 15lh September, 1961, during unprecedent- 
ed floods in Uie river Narmada when almost me whole 
population of Hoshangahad town and the nearby villages was 
in danger, Sliri Rambilas rescued hundreds of marooned 
persona in Sanichara Ward ol Hoshangahad town. 

In an incident on die evening oi the 9th September, 1961, 
ill particular, Shri Rambilas exhibited outstanding courage. 
A larnily of seven persons was marooned on a tree m tne 
heavy floods in the river Tawa about 5 miles from Hoshanga- 
bad. The spot was almost inaccessible. As no one would 
accompany him, Shri Rambilas took a boaL, by himself, and 
blougnt to a place of safety the two surviving members ol 
the family along with the bodies ol the other live who had 
died before he could reach them. 

On the 20th December, 1961, Shri Rambilas, while bathing 
in the Narmada, heard die cries ol a drowning man. He 
rushed to the spot and alter a lengthy and difficult search 
in the deep water, succeeded, at great risk to his own life, 
in bringing the drowning mail who was unconscious to the 
shore. He then rendered him first aid and brought lum 
round. 

In these incidents, Shri Rambilas Pahalwau displayed 
courage of a high order in the face of danger to his lite. 

8. Shri ANANT RAMCHANDRA SHEVADE, Tealier, 

Jccvan Shikshan Vidyamandir, Bopegaon, Post Osarde, 

Wai Taluk, Satara District, Maharashtra. 

(Effective date of award— Wth October, 1961) 

On the night of the 9th October, 1961, sudden floods in 
the river Krishna isolated 30 to 35 nomadic tribesmen of 
die 'Katkarl' community, including women and children who 
were asleep in a temple in the bed of the liver near Wai, 
District Satara, Maharashtra. 

Although a number of good swimmers collected on the 
river bank, none of them, except Shri Shcvade had the 
courage to go to the rescue of the stranded persons. Shti 
Shcvade jumped into the flood waters and at great risk to 


his life succeeded in reaching the temple where the tribes- 
men were stranded. He then tied one end of a rope to 
the temple and re-crossing the river tied the other end to 
a Dharamashala on the bank. The other swimmers present 
inspired by Shri Shcvadc's courageous example joined in the 
rescue operations and all Lire marooned persons were saved. 

9, Shri MATll.AL HANERJEE, Excise Peon, 24 Farganas, 

Kakdwip-bazar, West Bengal, 

(Effective date of award— IS th May, 1962) 

A fire broke out in godown containing kerosene, petroleum 
and spiriL in the heart of Kakdiwp-bazar on the night of 
May IS, 1962. The fire spread very fasL and the spirit and 
petroleum drums began of explode one after another. A 
labourer who was trapped in the godown was crying for help 
but nobody from amongst those present at the scene ventured 
to go to his assistance. 

At this moment, Shri Matilal Banerjcc came on the scene 
and made his way through the crowd to the narrow lane 
behind the burning godown. He succeeded in forcing open 
die bolted dooi and dragged the burning coolie out through 
the blazing fire. The labourer was removed to Hospital but 
could not survive the severe burns he sustained. Shri 
BancTjee, ill spite of the severe burns to his person, continued 
to assist in fighting the fnc. He saved the property of many 
people in the adjacent areas which were enveloped in the 
hre. He exhibited courage of a very high order in circums- 
tances of great danger to his own life. 

10. Shii ANANDRAO, Village Bairagai'h, Sausar Tchsil, 

Chhindwara District, Madhya Pradesh. 

(Posthumous) 

(Effective date of award— list September, 1962) 

On 21st September 1962, Sliri Anandrao saw a 10 year old 
boy, Khushai, playing on die cover of an old peb (well for 
stoiing grain) which at the time did not contain any grain 
but was filled with water to a depth of 26 feet, The planks 
of the cover being old and loLtcn gave way under the boy’s 
weight and he was thrown inLo the deep water. In spite of 
his advanced age, Shri Anandrao jumped into the well and 
rescued the boy, handing him up to one Ramji who had 
come up on hearing the commotion. Unfortunately, due to 
the presence of carbon dioxide inside the well, Shri Anandrao 
suddenly became unconscious and was drowned in the well. 
He thus sacrificed liis own life in saving the life of a helpless 
boy. 

No. 64-Pres./68.— The President is pleased to approve tht> 
award of the JEEVAN RAKSHA PADAK, CLASS III, to the 
undermentioned persons for courage and promptitude in 
saving life under circumstances of grave bodily injury to the 
rescuer:— 

1. Shri PANCHAM, Ordnance Worker, F, 6 Section, 

Ordnance Factory, Khamatia. 

(Effective dale of uu'a>d—31st December, 1959) 

On the night shift of Slat December, 1959, at about 8 a.m., 
in Building No, 200 of F.6 Section of the Ordnance Factory, 
Khamaria, where the breakdown of 7 '2" shells was In progress, 
one of the shells exploded, causing instantaneous death of a 
workman carrying out the operation and damage to the 
building, Due to the explosion, the Irusses of the building 
and brickwork caved in and severely injured and trapped 
another worker. Shri Shyamlal, very near the spot of the 
explosion. Shri Pancham, who was also working in the same 
building, had just managed to escape the explosion with 
injuries to himself and while running out of the building 
heard the ciics of his co-workcr for help. Forgetting his own 
injuries, Shri Pancham Tetuined to the scene of the explo- 
sion and searched lor Shyamlal, He removed him from the 
debris in spite of the danger involved to Ills own life. Shri 
Pancham displayed courage and promptitude under circums- 
tances of great danger to his personal safety. 

2. Shri A. A. KALBUGR1, Tehsildar, Hangal, Dharwar 

District, Mysore. 

(Effective dale of atvard—llth July, 1961) 

On 17Lh July, 1961 at about 6-45 a.m., a State Road Trans- 
port bus with 15 passengers was stranded between the high 
flood of Dharma river and Dbarma canal at a distance of 
about a mile from Hangal. When Shri Kalburgl, received 
this information, he immediately went to the site and tried 
to reach the stranded bus by tying a rope from t»ee to tree. 
In this manner, he managed, at great risk to his own life, 
to work his way upto the tenth tree but further progress 
was impossible as the flood water was high beyond this jioint. 
He then took immediate steps to secure boats from Honkan 
on the other side of the canal a,i*i effected the rescue of the 
stranded persons by the evening. 

Again on the 18th July, 1961 at midnight Shri Kalburgi 
received news that 200 persons of Halsur village were sur- 
rounded by flood water from the Warda river and were 
taking shelter on the tops of trees and that they were in need 
of boats for their rescue, Though Halsur village was out- 
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side his jurisdiction, he made personal efforts to secure boats 
and boatmen from several villages and at great personal risk 
crossed the Dharma river In order to secure boats from 
Gandi village. As the result o£ his prompt and untiring 
efforts, the 200 persons stranded in Halsur village were saved. 

3. Shrl KISHORE PATHAK, Orderly Peon to the Sub- 

Divisional Officer, Kbagaria, Monghyr, Bihar, 

(Effective date of award— 2,7th August, 1961) 

In August 1961 the river Ganga threatened to breach the 
Gogri-Naryanpur embankment which protects about 50,000 
acres ol land and one lakh people in Khagaria Sub-Division in 
Bihar. By the morning of 27th August, 1901, the old em- 
bankment was completely eroded near Mojmabad village. A 
small ring bund had been hurriedly constructed near this 
point and a bigger ring bund was under construction at 
some distance. Ah the water started rushing towards the 
•smaller bund, its earth, being newly set, started giving way. 
The bigger bund still had several gaps and the threat of 
Hooding ol the vast area involving loss of crops worth several 
lakhs and danger to human lives became imminent, At this 
juncture, Shrl Kishore Pathak threw himself into the breach 
in the smaller bund. His brave example encouraged others 
to pile earth on the bund which then held for 48 hours 
allowing completion of the bigger bund. The bigger bund 
held for 15 day 8 enabling people to harvest their crops and 
take necessary precautionary measures. 

4. Shri 1NDUPRASAD PRANLAL TRIVEDI, Teacher 

and Home Guard, Bhatwada, near Ram Sagar Tank, 

Godra District, Panchmahals, Gujarat. 

(Effective date of award— 10th November, 1961) 

Sliri Induprasad Pranlal Trivedi was passing the Ramsagar 
tank on the morning of 10th November, 1901 at about 6-00 
a.m. when he heard shouts for help from some women who 
were on the edge of the tank. He ran to the spot and saw 
a woman struggling in deep water some 15 yards out. Other 
persons present stood looking on helplessly, Sliri Trivedi 
knew how to swim but had not done so for many years. 
Without wafting to think however about the risk involved 
to his life, he jumped into the tank, swam towaids the drowning 
woman, caught hold of her and brought her out safely. He 
administered first aid to her and then called for an ambu- 
lance and sent her to hospital where she recovered, Shri 
Trivedi’s timely help and courage undoubtedly saved her 
life. g. 

5. Shri R. JACOB RAJ, Headmaster, Panchayat Union 

Elementary School. Sathambakkam, North Atcot 

District, Madras. 

(Effective date of award— 5th December, 1962) 

On 5th December, 1962 two girls were crossing the flooded 
Palar river on their way to the school in Sathambakkam 

village. When they were in the middle of the river, the 

flood water suddenly increased and the two girls, unable to 
withstand the rush of water, were about to drown. Shri R. 
Jacob Raj, Headmaster of the School, who was standing on 
the bank of the river watching the floods, heard their cries 
and saw the two girls struggling at a distance of about 200 
yards. He immediately rushed to them without caring for 
the increasing floods and managed to bring them safely to 
the other side of the river. But for the courage and prompt 

action of Shri Jacob Raj, the two girls would have been 

drowned. 

G. Sliri PA WAN KUMAR, Student, Purani Basti, Raipur, 

Madhya Pradesh. 

(Effective date of award— 21st December, 1962) 

On tire evening of 21st December, 1962, Baba, son of 
Jagdish Chandra Maralha, aged about 5 years and Santosh. 
son of Rajaram Naik, aged about 7-8 years of Purani Basti, 
Raipur, were playing with paper boats hr the nearly Budha 
tank. The paper boat of Baba started going into deep water 
and the child without realising what he was doing, went 
after it" and started drowning. Pawan Kumar, aged about 
13 years, who happened to he passing that way with two of 
his friends saw the child drowning. He jumped into the 
tank and rescued the young child. The courage and promp- 
titude with which young Pawan Kumar acted, were respon- 
sible lor saving the life of the child.
